From r 
the beginning of the war until the * 
end of the first half of 1917, the lat- 
est period for which there are statis- 
tics, the increase in Great Britain 
has been more than nine hundred 
thousand, a figure. which is, of 
course, greatly in excess of the num- 
ber of inen killed and drowned, The 
enemy cannot derive the same com- 
fort from his own statistics, how- 
ever. According to German and 
Austrian publications there has been 
a heavy decrease in the population 
of Germany and Austria, It is well 
worth noting that while, between 
August 1914 and June 1917, two hun- 
dred thousand people were married 
in England and Wales alone who 
would not have married in peace 
time, there has been in Germany and 
Austria a decrease in the marriage 
rate,

With the price of this com- 

modity soaring to points that 

may almost be described as famine 

figures, every housekeeper or pro- 

vider now feels a personal interest in 

the source of butter supply, and in 

what is being done to meet the world 
shortage which exists. 

The Western Provinces of Canada, 
with their immense free grazing: 
areas, naturally afford a natural field 
for the dairy industry, but here an 
unforseen problem has arisen. The 
high price of wheat and other grains 
ds rapidly making the farmers inde- 

ent, and when a man can get 
$50 to $60 an acres for his wheat 
crop he is not disposed to milk cows, 
mo matter how loudly city folk may 
clamour for milk and butter. The 
game applies to farm labor; general 
prosperity and high wages have en- 
abled the laborer to select the work 
he prefers, and there is a dearth of 
dairy help as a consequence.

The Motor Vehicle Inspectors of 
the Department have Instructions 
to see that the Act is strictly en- 
forced in its entirety.

To take Effect on, from and after May Ist, 1918. 


Every person attending an exhibition, performance or entertainment at a plese of amusement to which’s an entrance or admission fee is s 
charged shall on each admssion thereto pay an amusement tax at the following rates: ! 


1. When the price of admission is from 10c to 20c inclusive, a tax of 1c. 

2. When the price of admission i is more than 20c and not more than 75c, 

a tax of 2ic. | 

3. When the price of admission is more than 75c and not more than $1.00

4. When the price of admission is more sas $1 .00 but not more than 

‘$2.00, a tax of 10c. , 
. When the price of admission is more than $2.00, a tax of 25¢. 

6. A tax 25c shall be paid by every person attending any boxing bouts 

or contests. . . 

7. When admission is given by pass or complimentary tickets a tax shall 

be. payable at the highest rate charged for the performance to which
